Munitions Minister Says Production 
Will Be Continued In Canada ° 


Manufacture of a four-engine 
bomber, larger than the Lancaster, 
will start at Victory Aircraft, Gov- 
ernment-owned Malton, Ont., plant, 
Munitions Minister Howe annoucned 
in the Commens. 

Mr./Howe did not disclose the exact 
type of ‘plane, but he said during 
1945 the Malton plant would shift 
from Lancaster production to that of 
the new and larger ’plane which he 
referred to as the Lincoln.

Canadian S.S. “Prince Henry” Now 

Serving With The Royal Navy 

The “Prince Henry’, which has 
been turned over to the Royal Navy 
for service against the Japanese, was 
once the flagship of* the Canadian 
National Steamships fleet carrying 
thousands of tourists along the Pa- 
cific Coast to Alaska. Built in Birk- 
enhead, England, she was launched in 
1930, christened by Miss Ishbel Mac- 
donald, daughter of Ramsay Macdon- 
ald, then Prime Minister of Great 
Britain. 

Built at about the same time were 
her two sister ships, the ‘Prince 
David’ and the “Prince Robert”. 
They were hailed as “the embodiment 
of everything that is the latest in 
ship construction,’ with luxurious 
accommodation for 374 first-class 
passengers, All three went to war 
and played a prominent part in the 
invasion of Europe.
